BOOK IS GIVEN 
TO YORK MUSEUM 


John B. McPherson, of Boston, son 
of the late Edward McPherson, Get­ 
tysburg. has sent to tho* library and 
museum of the York Cottnty Histori­ 
cal society an old account book of 
interest and value. This record seems

The office of administrative secre­ 
tary of the college board u'as created 
at the meeting of the board held in 
Philadelphia on October 6 and Rev.

A site of 188 acres in the suburbs 
of Washington, D. C., has been pur­ 
chased and architects of national re­ 
pute are planning the grouping of 
the buildings and the lay-out of the 
campus. 
The church 
proposes an 
initial investment of a million dollars 
in the college. 
The Rev. Mr. Rump 
will present this work to the congre­ 
gations in the synods of New York. 
I ennsylvania, New Jersey, Delaware 
and Maryland. 
It is expected that 
the Virginia synod will also join the 
movement at its next meeting in Janu­ 
ary.

Debs, outstanding apostle of Socialism 
in the United States, died in a sub­ 
urban sanitarium yesterday. 
He had 
a nervous breakdown a month ago. 
Because of his advanced years and 
heart disease, which had persisted 
virtually throughout his life, he could 
offer alight physical resistance when 
a turn fo r the worse came.
